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Mules  Unshod  46-13 


UNDEFEATED  Muhlenberg 
came  a  cropper  Saturday  night 
v/hen  Lafayette  not  only 
splotched  this  season's  record  but  put 
an  end  to  their  two  game  victory 
skein  over  the  Leopards  fashioned  in 
two  years  of  Coach  Schwartzwalder's 
regime,  by  crushing  the  Mules  by  a 
46  to  13  count. 

The  game  played  under  the  arcs  of 
AUentown  High  Schools  vast  new 
football  plant  drew  a  capacity  audi- 
ence of  21,000  and  marked  the  Ma- 
roon's first  night  football  victory  in 
three  games  played.  It  certainly  cast 
a  pall  of  gloom  over  the  large  Home- 
coming Day  crowd  which  was  present 
for  the  festivities  attendant  to  the 
100th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of 
the  AUentown  College.  In  short,  after 
a  brilliant  exhibit  of  pyrotechnics  the 
lights  went  out. 

That  the  spectators  were  in  for  a 
dazzling  display  of  night  aerial  and 
ground  fireworks,  a  sensational  en- 
counter, appeared  to  be  on  the  even- 
ings bill  of  fare  at  the  start  for  the 
Leopards  attacking  at  the  outset  after 
having  run  the  kickoff  to  their  36 
and  set  back  5  for  too  much  time 
passed  twice  consecutively  for  first 
downs  the  first  Fleming  to  Richard 
Durstein  for  22  and  Downing  to 
Trickett  for  14.  After  a  Fleming 
rush  off  right  tackle  for  2  Dan  Kovacs 
split  the  middle  for  a  long  gain  only 
to  have  the  play  recalled  and  a  15- 
yard  penalty  imposed.  They  seemed 
to  have  made  that  up  and  more  on  a 
long  Downing  pass  only  to  have  the 
receiver  drop  it  when  he  was  in  the 
open. 

Failing  to  gain  after  a  punt  ex- 
change Williams  punted  to  the  Mule's 
37  and  with  their  backs  running  from 
a  deceptive  set-up  made  two  first 
downs  on  the  ground  Binder  getting 
most  yardage.  The  Leopards  on  the 
second  series  held  on  third  down  with 


a  punt  in  the  offing  but  an  inoppor- 
tune penalty  for  off-sides  gave  it  to 
them  and  their  first  score  was  thus  set 
up.  Jackson  ran  at  left  end  for  4  and 
Dean  then  heaved  his  first  pass  to 
Crider  near  the  5  and  he  dashed 
across.  The  point  try  hit  the  up- 
rights. 

Lafayette  came  right  back  to  score 
in  six  plays.  Fleming  first  bringing 
the  kickoff  from  the  goalline  to  his 
22.  Kovacs  made  4  and  Fleming  on  a 
shovel  pass  ran  at  right  end  for  6. 
He  then  went  around  the  other  end 
for  17  and  Downing  here  pitched  to 
Kovacs  near  the  enemy  25  who  made 
a  nice  catch  and  shook  off  a  tackier 
racing  all  the  way.  What  seemed  a 
most  important  point  was  made  by 
Ralph  Durstein,  the.  Maroon  taking  a 
7-6  lead.  The  battle  surged  the  other 
way  immediately  for  after  the  kick- 
off  was  run  to  the  28  Dean  fading 
back  heaving  a  tremendous  aerial  to 
the  Leopards  25.  The  receiver  was 
covered  by  three  men  and  it  ground- 
ed   but   interference   was    called   for

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face  guarding  and  the  Mules  were 
in  full  cry.  Faking  a  run  to  the 
outside  the  quarter  handed  to  Crider 
who  knifed  at  the  middle  for  first 
down  on  the  Leopard  7. 

Then  came  the  turning  point  of  the 
game  for  the  Maroon  first  threw  Bind- 
er for  a  2  yard  loss  and  held  the  next 
3  rushes  to  a  net  7  taking  over  on 
downs  on  their  2  with  only  seconds 
remaining  in  the  quarter.  Two  touch- 
downs and  two  serious  threats  had 
given  the  fans  their  moneys  worth  in 
14:45  flat. 

The  Leopards  disdained  the  punt 
and  started  a  sustained  advance 
which  was  culminated  by  their  second 
tally.  Fleming  bulled  between  right 
guard  and  tackle  for  9  and  Downing 
sneaked  for  4.  After  Fleming  lost  3 
Downing  passed  to  Richard  Durstein 
for  11.  Kovacs  took  it  next  in  a  sally 
of  15  yards  reaching  his  39.  Downing 
again  faded  and  threw  to  Trickett 
who  took  it  near  the  Mule  35  and 
raced  to  their  8  before  he  was  thrown. 
Germusa  hit  left  tackle  for  6  and 
Fleming  punched  at  the  middle  for 
the  score.  Ralph  Durstein  again  con- 
verted. 

From  here  on  it  was  simply  a  mat- 
ter of  pouring  more  cream  on  the 
peaches  for  tiie  rambling  Leopards 
intercepted  three  desperate  Mule 
passes  and  recovered  one  fumble  be- 
fore the  half  ended  chalking  up  two 
additional  tallies  with  Durstein's  re- 
sultant points.  The  first  interception 
followed  a  Mule  first  down  after  the 
kickoff,  Holden  picking  it  out  of  the 
air  on  his  35  and  racing  to  the  Muhl- 
enberg 34.  Fleming  got  6  and  Ger- 
musa 10  running  naked  off  left  tackle. 
Momentarily  repulsed  by  a  Mule  pass 
interception  Piperato  intercepted  on 
the  next  play  on  the  36  and  took  it 
back  to  the  17.  After  two  plunges 
gained  little  Downing  pitched  the 
screen  pass  to  Germusa  about  the  8 
and  he  fought  his  way  along  the  side- 
line to  go  across.  Again  the  place- 
ment was  good. 

The  Mules  brought  a  short  kickoff 
to  their  42  and  Dean  completed  a 
back  of  the  line  pass  for  9  just  be- 
yond midfield.  Binder  got  first  down 
but  Dean  fumbled  in  the  next  series, 
Cinelli  recovering  on  the  Muhlenberg 
44.  Fleming  got  4  and  Downing  pass- 
ed to  Kovacs  who  caught  it  high  in 
the  air  and  fell  on  the  13.  Fleming 
rushed  at  the  left  inside  for  5  then 
6  before  he  tallied  at  the  right  guard 
slot  with  Durstein's  toe  again  trust- 
worthy. The  half  ended  shortly  there- 


after with  the  Maroon  in  possession 
after  intercepting  a  pass  on  their  30. 

The  second  half  in  marked  contrast 
to  the  first  seemed  anticlimactic  and 
routine  for  the  game  was  on  ice  and 
the  Mules  handled  the  ball  ineptly, 
fumbling  three  times  in  the  third 
quarter  and  losing  it  each  time. 
Sc'hleer  got  the  first,  Rabuck  and 
Simpson  were  both  on  the  second  and 
Showell  pounced  on  the  last.  Two 
pass  interceptions  stopped  the  Maroon 
after  two  of  the  recoveries  and  while 
they  passed  midfield  after  the  third 
another  interception  early  in  the 
fourth  period  broke  that  up. 

The  only  score  of  the  third  quarter 
came  after  some  questionable  Mule 
quarterbacking.  With  8  to  go  on 
fourth  down  they  chose  to  rush  at 
midfield  and  failed.  The  Leopards  had 
a  back  in  motion  on  their  first  play 
losing  the  usual  5.  Showell  then  ran 
outside  tackle  and  outraced  the  sec- 
ondary for  a  jaunt  of  59  yards.  One 
pursuer  tried  hard  diving  at  the  ten 
but  Showell  neatly  pulled  the  leg 
away  and  was  gone.  Durstein  then 
missed    the    placement   after   scoring 

16  consecutively. 

In  the  middle  of  the  last  quarter 
following  alternate  pass  interceptions 
and  punts  the  Leopards  were  on  their 

17  after  a  5  yard  penalty.  Williams 
second  down  kick  slid  off  his  foot  go- 
ing out  of  bounds  on  the  26  and  the 
Mules  may  have  felt  some  satisfac- 
tion when  they  scored  on  rushing 
plays  by  Binder  and  Strait.  However, 
the  Leopards  gave  it  to  them  twice 
for  that  one. 

Kovacs  raced  the  ensuing  kickoff 
to  his  39,  Germusa  ran  hard  for  12 
and  Fleming  at  right  tackle  went 
through  for  28  putting  the  ball  on  the 
22.  Three  rushes  got  9  and  a  penalty 
on  a  Downing  pass  play  gave  the  Ma- 
roon a  first  on  the  2.  An  attempted 
wide  run  lost  5  but  Germusa  and 
Fleming  were  equal  to  the  occasion 
and  Fleming  went  over  standing  up 
from  the  2.  The  kick  was  wide.  Now 
in  the  waning  minutes,  the  Mules  took 
to  the  air  and  Barclay  took  one  on 
their  35  coming  back  to  the  18.  A 
penalty  of  15  followed  and  after  one 
Blazejowski  and  2  Showell  rushes 
netted  only  a  yard  Andrews  went 
over  at  right  tackle  on  a  handoff  from 
Hawkins.  The  ball  was  passed  a  sec- 
ond before  the  end  and  the  clock 
showed  15:03  after  he  was  downed. 
Durstein  ran  his  consecutive  miss 
streak  to  3  after  this  score. 

The    Mules    showed    a    number   of 
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good  backs  who  almost  held  their  own 
in  rushing  but  the  Lafayette  backs, 
running  hard  and  spiritedly  outgained 
them  along  the  ground  abetted  by  the 
ever  present  threat  of  Downing  pass- 
ing which  spreads  the  defense.  Add 
to  that  an  alert  defense  which  recov- 
ered all  four  Mule  fumbles  and  held 
to  three  actual  completions  their 
passing  efforts  you  have  the  story  of 
a  surprisingly  onesided  triumph.

game  as  the  favorite.  On  Saturday 
night  they  were  just  outclassed. 

Our  boys  moved  with  precision. 
The  line  charged  fast  and  hard.  On 
offense  they  went  thru  and  worked 
on  the  secondary. 

Pre-game  dope  has  Lafayette  with 
a  better  squad  but  with  M.  having 
a  better  first  team.  It  was  hoped  that 
L.  would  show  their  stuff  in  the  sec- 
ond half  after  some  shine  had  been 
taken  off  the  Mules  hoofs. 

But  the  Lafayette  players  hadn't 
been  told.  They  went  to  work  right 
away.    Score  at  the  half,  28-6. 

It  is  true  that  in  the  last  quarter 
the  Maroon  had  some  breaks  on  pen- 
alties which  put  the  ball  close  to  the 
goal  line  but  even  here  a  contributing 
factor  was  that  the  Leopards  were 
pressing  them  hard. 

In  talking  with  Ivy  Williamson 
about  the  game  he  felt  that  a  num- 
ber of  the  boys  had  done  particularly 
well  but  that  the  real  basis  for  the 
fine  game  was  the  play  of  the  men  as 
a  team. 

And  speaking  of  team  play  there 
is  good  evidence  of  that  among  the 
coaches.  Ivy  is  the  top  man  but  back- 
field  coach  Ed  Gulian,  end  coach 
Paul  Shaw  and  line  coach  Milt  Bruhn 
pool  their  talents  as  a  team  to  pro- 
vide good  coaching. 

The  game  was  exciting  to  watch. 
There  was  a  lot  of  movement  and  a 
high  number  of  pass  interceptions. 
Highlights:  catch  of -Downing  pass  by 
Kovacs  in  first  quarter  .  .  .  when  Lafa- 
yette held  M.  with  four  tried  from  the 
6  the  key  was  Schleer's  fine  play  on 
the  first  try  when  M.  was  thrown  for 
a  3  yd.  loss.  .  .  .  Larry  Holden  pick- 
ing up  his  interference  on  his  way  up 
the  field  after  a  pass  interception  .  .  . 
Screen  pass  .  .  .  Showell's  touchdown 
run.  .  .  Fleming  literally  driving  over 
two  M.  men  .  .  .  team  play. 

For  the  first  time  this  year  Coach 
Williamson  employed  the  same  four 
men  as  a  unit  in  the  backfield  on  de- 
fense: Showell,  Potter,  Barclay,  and 
Fisher.  Potter,  a  center,  is  used  as  a 
backer-up. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  game  the 
only  man  who  stayed  on  the  field 
when  the  play  changed  from  offense 
to  defense  was  Piperato,  the  center. 
He  played  a  terrific  game. 

Dick  Perrotty,  '48,  not  only  a  fine 
player  last  year  but  also  a  swell  boy, 
sat  next  to  us  and  kept  us  posted 
on  the  line  play.  On  the  other  side 
was    Pop    Kelchner,    '98,    who    took 


exception  to  Muhlenberg's  failure  to 
give  recognition  in  the  football  pro- 
gram to  any  of  the  Lafayette  coaches. 

For  the  third  time  in  its  history 
Lafayette  played  under  lights.  First 
was  W  &  J  down  in  Convention  Hall 
in  Atlantic  City  and  the  second  was 
against  Syracuse  just  a  few  years 
ago. 

It  was  alumni  homecoming  for 
Muhlenberg,  all  part  of  the  Centen- 
nial Exercises.  The  Athletic  Commit- 
tee of  the  Bd.  of  Trustees,  the  ad- 
ministration, the  coaches,  and  of 
course  some  friends  had  arranged  a 
party  at  the  Lehigh  Country  Club 
after  the  game.  When  we  looked  in 
they  were  there  in  body  only. 

Had  Humma,  '16,  Bill  Kuebler,  '28, 
Lew  Yerkes,  '28,  Harold  Bonno,  '21, 
Dave  Aldrich,  '38,  Dutch  Wermuth, 
'33,  Wayne  Dumont,  '35,  Bud  Quiney, 
'35,  Carl  Meyer,  '35,  Bert  Pursell, 
'37,  and  no  doubt  some  other  Lafa- 
yette men,  had  great  difficulty  lifting 
the  pall  of  depression.  It  became  eas- 
ier as  the  night  wore  on. 

Johnny  Trimble,  one  of  the  best 
referees  in  the  country  until  a  serious 
injury  stopped  that  activity,  saw  the 
Lehigh-Gettysburg  game  and  told  us 
that  Lehigh  has  a  good  team,  the  best 
in  many  years. 

Some  alumni  think  that  the  Oct.  30 
game  with  George  Washington  is  a 
set-up.  We  hope  we  win  but  keep  in 
mind  that  they  beat  Virginia  and  held 
Kansas  (winner  of  a  bowl  game  last 
year)  to  two  touchdowns. 

We've  never  done  this  before  but 
one  of  the  all-time  great  enthusiasts 
for  the  College  and  for  sports  is  very 
ill  and  we  thought  some  of  you  might 
want  to  drop  him  a  note.

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Army  Overwhelms  54-7 


IN  the  majestic  mid-Hudson  setting 
of  Michie  Stadium  a  game  but  out- 
manned  Lafayette  eleven  Saturday 
before  a  crowd  of  more  than  20,000 
which  included  General  Dwight  D. 
Eisenhower,  was  trounced  by  a  rug- 
ged, speedy  and  hard  and  quick  charg- 
ing Army  aggregation  by  a  54  to  7 
count. 

This  1948  Army  squad  which  Coach 
Earl  Blaik  presented  uses  a  two  pla- 
toon system  of  play  substituting  new 
full  teams  when  the  switch  from  of- 
fense to  defense  is  made.  The  49 
players  he  used  indicate  that  he  had 
more  than  two  full  attacking  and  de- 
fending teams  on  display.  If  the  Ai-my 
is  in  need  of  manpower  it  is  certain 
for  a  year  or  two  at  least  that  a  draft 
will  not  be  necessary  to  provide  pro-, 
spective  officer  personnel  with  foot- 
ball ability  for  the  Cadets  lacked  little 
in  any  department  of  the  game. 

Elated  by  their  having  won  the  toss 
which  called  for  goal  selection  be- 
cause there  is  still  some  element  of 
prestige  for  a  starting  club,  the  first 
Army  defensive  outfit  held  the  Ma- 
roon to  an  8  yard  gain  on  a  Down- 
ing to  Germusa  pass  and  forced  a 
punt.  Winston  Williams,  the  Lafa- 
yette punter  showed  a  return  to  1947 
form  by  booting  from  his  22  over  the 
Cadet  safetys  head,  the  ball  rolling 
perfectly  to  the  Army  6.  That  wasn't 
in  the  Army  book  but  neither  was  the 
second  scrimmage  play  thereafter, 
after  a  gain  of  one  which  called  for 
a  safe  play  through  the  middle. 
Stuart,  a  swiftie  broke  through  clean- 
ly, however,  and  raced  to  the  Leopard 
48  before  being  downed  which  quick- 
ly changed  the  Maroon  outlook.  The 
Cadets  hammered  away  with  line 
plays  to  fourth  down  six  on  the 
Leopard    20    when    strategy   dictated 


a  pass  which  was  completed  for  the 
first  score. 

Shortly  afterward  a  Fleming  pass 
was  intercepted  on  the  Maroon  30 
and  the  second  tally  followed  with  the 
Cadets  running  hard  at  the  flanks. 
Another  long  run  provided  the  im- 
petus for  the  third  touchdown,  Stuart 
returning  a  50  yard,  Williams  kicked 
64  yards  to  the  Leopard  23  from 
where  they  scored  in  4  plays,  a  Galiffa 
to  Foldberg  pass  providing  the  major 
yardage  and  a  pretty  sidestep  after 
the  catch  enabling  the  receiver  to 
cover  added  territory.  The  quarter 
had  almost  run  out  at  this  point. 

After  this  tally  the  Maroon,  whose 
play  was  best  in  the  even  periods, 
showed  sparks  of  ability  and  held 
Army  to  one  first  down  and  no  score 
throughout  the  remainder  of  the  half, 
in  fact  penetrated  much  further  than 
the  Cadets  were  able  to  go  except  for 
one  freak  play  when  possession  was 
only  momentary  for  Army.  That  came 
when  a  Williams  kick  was  blocked,  an 
Army  man  had  his  hands  on  the  loose 
ball,  lost  it  and  it  was  bobbled  over 
the  goalline,  Showell  recovering  for 
a  touchback.  After  an  exchange  of 
punts  the  Leopards  held  the  first  of- 
fensive team  for  downs  on  their  46 
when  Army  obviously  was  trying  for 
a  score  in  the  period.  A  penalty  and 
Blazejowski  gain  put  them  beyond 
midfield  and  Fleming  passed  to  Down- 
ing for  20  to  the  Cadet  23  as  the  half

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ended.  The  Leopards  had  made  five 
first  downs  during  the  period. 

Lafayette's  offensive  showed  best 
in  the  final  period,  starting  with  Ko- 
vac's  punt  return  to  his  41.  A  Haw- 
kins pass  to  McCall  gained  8  and 
Blazejowski  went  over  right  guard  to 
the  Army  39  before  they  had  to  kick. 
Here  followed  one  of  the  long  runs 
which  plagued  the  Leopards  all  after- 
noon for  the  last  Cadet  score.  The 
Maroon  then  put  on  a  sustained  drive 
which  was  culminated  by  a  tally,  al- 
though it  seemed  for  a  few  minutes 
as  if  their  courageous  effort  would  go 
unrewarded. 

Fleming  brought  the  kickoff  back 
to  his  25  and  after  a  grounded  Haw- 
kins pass  Fleming  pitched  to  McCall 
for  18.  Fleming  hit  his  left  tackle 
for  13  and  Andrews  added  3  at  left 
guard.  Another  Fleming  to  McCall 
pass  was  ruled  complete  on  interfer- 
ence for  first  down  on  the  Army  32. 
Fleming  rushing  twice  and  Andrews 
once  gained  15.  These  two  added  5 
before  Hawkins'  pass  was  intercepted 
and  run  to  the  Cadet  13.  The  Army 
strategist  called  for  a  pass  play  in  an 
effort  to  make  up  for  a  5  yard  penalty 
but  the  toss  to  the  flat  was  grabbed 
by  Sophomore  Frank  Dugan  who  ran 
18  yards  unmolested  for  the  first 
points  against  the  soldiers  this  year. 
Ralph  Durstein  converted.  Army  ran 
three  plays  before  the  game  ended. 

Long  spectacular  runs  were  respon- 
sible for  all  but  one  of  Army's  5  sec- 
ond half  scores.  The  first  was  a  jaunt 
from  beyond  midfield  to  the  6  where 
an  illegal  use  of  hands  penalty  of  15 
yards  was  inflicted.  Five  plays,  the 
only  ground  gainers  being  two  passes, 
sufficed  to  put  that  one  across.  Im- 
mediately afterward  a  mishandled 
kickoff  gave  the  soldiers  the  ball  on 
the  9,  a  quarterback  sneak  chalking 
up  the  last  yards.  The  third  was  a 
beautiful  performance  by  second  year 
man  Cain  who  ran  outside  his  right 
tackle  and  sprinted  all  the  way  aided 
by  the  twelfth  man  on  the  Army 
team,  an  official  who  ran  between  him 
and  Showell,  his  nearest  pursuer.  In 
a  final  desperate  effort  the  official  was 
bowled  over  but  Cain  went  on. 

A  pass  interception  on  Lafayette's 
40  made  the  next  score  possible, 
Henrickson,  a  guard,  running  like  a 
back  taking  it  all  the  way  late  in  the 
third  period. 

Lafayette's  line  was  outcbarged 
by  the  quick  starting  Cadets,  whose 
split  second  timing  neared  mid  season 


form  even  though  they  were  charged 
with  six  penalties  for  jumping  the 
center  snap  and  got  away  with  it  on 
several  other  occasions.  Carl  Potter 
did  a  fine  job  backing  up  the  line  in 
his  center  position.  Downing's  pass- 
ing was  good  even  though  many  times 
he  was  hurried  by  onrushing  Cadet 
linesmen.  Hawkins'  relief  quarter- 
backing,  about  half  the  game,  was 
commendable.  The  Leopards  kept 
everlastingly  at  it  and  played  a  hard 
game,  tackling  well  with  a  few  excep- 
tions and  never  conceding  anything 
to  a  superior  opponent.  C.C.B.

Army  has  a  lot  of  everything. 

Our  boys  played  hard  all  the  way 
and  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
lapses  played  good  ball  but  they  were 
up  against  one  of  the  best  teams  in 
the  country. 

Sure,  the  score  was  a  disappoint- 
ment. The  dopesters  had  figured  a  40 
point  margin  but  none  of  the  Lafa- 
yette rooters  had  wanted  to  believe 
that  any  team  could  be  as  strong  as 
the  West  Point  boys. 

They  weren't  giants.  They  were 
well  built  lads  with  drive,  experience, 
speed,  and  coached  by  one  of  the  best 
men  in  the  business.  Put  all  that  to- 
gether and  you  have  something. 

We  think  too  that  their  passing 
attack  was  better  than  what  we  had 
expected. 

The  score  was  terrific  but  it  wasn't 
a  slaughter.  We  had  12  first  downs  to 
Army's  11  and  gained  3  times  as  much 
ground  as  had  Villanova  the  week 
before  when  they  lost  28-0.  Our  boys 
would  hold  in  fine  shape  and  then 
Whampo — Army  would  explode. 

The  third  period  was  the  rough  one. 
In  the  first  half  the  20  points  were 
all  scored  in  the  first  quarter  with 
some  breaks  in  favor  of  the  soldiers. 
Our  team  did  well  in  the  second  quar- 
ter— against  their  first  string  teams — 
and  at  half  time  the  Maroon  rooters 
weren't  too  unhappy. 

It's  funny  how  small  things  loom 
large.  That  Lafayette  touchdown  in 
the  closing  minutes  tasted  awfully 
good.  We  had  just  taken  the  ball 
from  our  own  25  for  a  70  yard  march 
only  to  lose  it  on  a  pass  interception. 
The  counter  interception  and  run- 
back  for  a  score  seemed  fair  enough. 

We  know  we  are  in  the  minority 
and  that  we'll  eventually  catch  up 
with  this  so-called  progress,  but  to 
us  it  seems  as  if  there  is  something 
basically  unfair  about  the  two-team 
system.  Every  time  AjTny  would 
change  from  offense  to  defense  and 
back  again,  an  entire  new  team  would 
rush  in.  Not  six  or  nine  men,  but 
eleven  men. 

Perhaps  by  next  year  we'll  see  the 
bigger  colleges  with  several  training 


camps.  At  one  in  the  deep  south  will 
be  a  team  trained  for  warm  weather. 
At  another  up  in  Canada  will  be  one 
trained  for  cold  weather.  And  still 
another  will  be  sent  by  air  to  India 
during  the  monsoon  season  to  be  pre- 
pared for  the  rainy  afternoons. 

The  band  and  the  trip  by  boat  up 
the  Hudson  were  splendid.  Not  quite 
enough  seats  had  been  reserved  for 
the  90-piece  band  so  Director  Ray- 
mond moved  them  down  behind  the 
end  zone.

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Towler  Beaten  56-15 


IN  A  FREE  scoring  affair  on  Fisher 
Field  Saturday  the  Lafayette 
Leopards  swamped  one  of  their 
time  honored  rivals,  W.  &  J.'s  Presi- 
dents 56  to  15,  chalking  up  8  touch- 
downs and  an  equal  number  of  en- 
suing points  to  their  adversaries  two 
with  one  added  marker  and  a  two 
pointer.  It  was  the  23rd  meeting  of 
a  series  inaugurated  50  years  ago 
which  has  been  punctuated  by  several 
of  football's  most  sensational  games, 
notably  the  14-13  President  triumph 
of  1922  and  Lafayette's  16-10  de- 
cision of  1926,  both  snatched  from 
apparent  defeat  by  the  victors  in  the 
waning  minutes,  As  a  result  of  the 
victory  Lafayette  holds  a  12  to  9  edge 
with  two  tie  games  on  the  record 
books. 

Saturday's  encounter  witnessed  by 
8000  on  a  perfect  football  afternoon 
was  never  much  in  doubt,  contrary  to 
precedent,  for  the  Maroon  was  the 
master  all  the  way  even  though  the 
visitors  managed  to  hold  the  Leopards 
even  for  the  first  quarter.  After  that 
it  was  only  a  question  as  to  how  high 
the  winners'  margin  would  mount,  as 
Coach  Ivy  Williamson  shuttled  a 
constant  string  of  replacements  in 
and  out  of  the  game,  with  no  material 
slow  down  in  the  scoring  resulting. 

Defensively  except  for  a  few  lapses 
which  would  have  been  costly  had 
they  had  a  more  formidable  opponent 
the  Leopards  did  well.  After  the  in- 
itial Maroon  score  W.  &  J.  pulled  the 
time  worn  sleeper  pass  with  the  left 
end  lying  by  the  north  sideline  un- 
noticed and  it  was  a  simple  matter  to 
complete  the  play,  Rodjom  getting 
to  the  Maroon  18,  in  fact  had  the 
pass  been  a  leading  one  it  might  have 
been  a  touchdown.  A  touchdown  fol- 
lowed on  the  second  play  on  a  run 
around  end.    The  second  Presidents' 


score  came  on  a  blocked  kick  after 
the  Leopards  had  incurred  two  penal- 
ties of  5  and  15  yards  which  set  them 
back  to  their  one.  The  ball  bounded 
over  the  sideline  along  the  end  zone 
for  an  automatic  safety. 

Early  in  the  fourth  period  a  23 
yard  pass  plus  a  39  yard  run  gave  the 
Presidents  their  last  six  points.  Of 
course,  the  Leopards  were  battling 
Deacon  Dan  Towler,  a  220  lb.  6  foot 
one  back,  also  a  dash  man  in  track, 
who  gave  them  no  end  of  trouble  in 
the  two  previous  games,  and  is  Penn- 
sylvania's leading  scorer.  Taking  a 
leaf  out  of  the  Army  book  Coach  Wil- 
liamson used  separate  defensive  and 
offensive  set  ups  and  except  for  the 
pass  play  for  the  last  score  the  de- 
fensive outfit  held  Mr.  Dan  well  in 
check,  in  fact  but  for  that  excursion 
to  pay  dirt,  the  Red  and  Black  was 
held  to  a  net  27  yards  rushing  and 
passing  in  the  entire  second  half. 

Lafayette's  first  drive  was  halted 
momentarily  by  a  fumble  after  a  com- 
pleted Downing  pass  but  Piperato, 
Maroon  Center,  recovered  a  W.  &  J, 
fumble  immediately  thereafter  and 
Downing  then  completed  another  to 
Trickett  who  reached  the  opponent's 
16.  Fleming  got  2  and  Capt.  Kovacs 
went  through  the  middle  to  the  4. 
Fleming  tallied  on  a  run  at  left  end. 
Following  the  W.  &  J.  tally  by  Tow- 
ler, Holden  recovered  a  President 
fumble  on  their  24  and  after  a  5  yard 
penalty  Germusa  ran  at  right  end  for 
12,  then  added  2  before  Fleming  got 
7  at  left  tackle  for  first  down  on  the 
7.  Kovacs  got  5  and  Fleming  scored 
at  left  guard. 

The  third  drive  was  sparked  by 
Kovacs  who  got  20  at  right  tackle 
and  scored  on  a  pass  play  from  Flem- 
ing from  the  Presidents'  28  after  sev- 
eral short  gains  by  Fleming  had  added 


a  first  down.  The  Maroon  had  started 
on  the  Leopard  42  after  receiving  a 
punt.  Late  in  the  second  period  the 
fourth  tally  was  added,  this  one  tak- 
ing only  4  plays.  Starting  on  their  27 
to  which  point  Kovacs  had  run  a  punt 
Fleming  got  2  at  right  guard  and  Ger- 
musa  got  one.  Here  Downing  passed 
to  Holden  beyond  midfield  and  he  was 
downed  on  the  W.  &  J.  41.  Kovacs 
then  broke  through  his  right  tackle 
and  outdistanced  all  pursuit  for  the 
score. 

Lafayette  threatened  again  early  in 
the  third  quarter  but  was  momen- 
tarily denied  by  inopportune  penal- 
ties. They  finally  broke  through  with 
a  rash  of  three  scores  on  which  they 
gained  possession  each  time  on  pass 
interceptions.  Potter  intercepted  the 
first  getting  to  the  Presidents'  28  and 
after  two  line  plays  and  a  pass  failed, 
Hawkins  pitched  to  McCall  near  the 
goalline  and  he  stepped  across. 

The  next  interception  of  a  Towler 
pass,  a  long  one,  was  by  Fisher  on 
the  W.  &  J.  48.  With  Blazejowski 
supplying  most  of  the  motive  power 
they  ground  out  2  first  downs,  reach- 
ing the  17.  Here  Showell  ran  around 
his  left  end  and  sidestepping  beauti- 
fully evaded  several  tacklers  before 
he  was  downed  on  the  2  from  where 
he  went  across  on  one  play.  After 
running  back  the  kickoff  to  their  28 
the  Presidents  again  took  to  the  air 
with  disastrous  results,  Jay  Barclay, 
sophomore  back,  taking  it  on  the  46 
and  he  threaded  his  way  to  the  scor- 
ing zone. 

Early  in  the  last  quarter  Pityo  ran 
wide  for  28  yards  but  a  fumble  cost 
the  Maroon  possession  and  Towler's 
second  touchdown  ensued.  Putting  the 
ball  in  play  on  their  20  after  the  kick- 
off  was  downed  in  the  end  zone,  the 
Leopards  made  a  sustained  advance 
for  their  last  tally.  Showell  first  ran 
at  left  end  for  23.  Pityo  got  4  at  the 
other  end,  Fisher  added  5  and  Blaze- 
jowski got  3  outside  left  tackle.  Haw- 
kins then  again  passed  to  McCall,  who 
caught  it  near  the  15,  reaching  the  8 
after  the  catch.  A  five  yard  penalty 
wasn't  much  of  a  handicap  for  Blaze- 
jowski punching  four  times  at  left 
tackle  wiggled  over  on  his  last  try. 

The  Presidents'  Cooper,  a  fast  little 
back,  scooted  to  near  midfield  with 
Filepas'  kickoff  and  on  four  rushing 
plays  they  barely  made  first  down  on 
the  Leopard's  40.  Progress  seemed 
too  slow  to  the  W.  &  J.  strategist  with 
the  game  nearing  the  close  so  they 
took  to  the  air  and  again  they  were 


foiled  by  an  interception,  this  one  by 
Clark  who  was  downed  on  the  17. 
The  Maroon  reserves  neared  the  40 
on  ground  plays  before  they  were 
slowed  by  penalties  shortly  before  the 
game  ended  with  them  still  in  posses- 
sion. 

Most  notable  point  of  the  game 
seemed  to  this  observer  to  be  Ralph 
Durstein's  unerring  accuracy  from 
the  three  yard  mark  in  making  all 
eight  of  the  Leopard's  conversions 
after  touchdown.  Not  one  of  them 
was  ever  in  doubt.  What  must  be  a 
most  important  element  of  this  per- 
fect execution  was  provdied  by  Dan 
Kovacs,  who  places  the  ball  after  the 
center  snap.  C.C.B

In  this,  the  50th  anniversary  of  the 
first  game  between  Lafayette  and 
W.  &  J.,  the  Maroon  players  more 
than  doubled  the  highest  score  ever 
tallied  by  either  team  in  the  23  game 
series.  The  previous  high  had  been 
racked  up  in  1938  when  Lafayette 
scored  a  27-0  victory. 

Lafayette  leads  with  12  wins,  9 
losses,  two  ties. 

The  opposition  in  the  past  three 
weeks  has  varied  so  much  that  it  is 
difficult  to  make  a  fair  comparison  on 
play,  but  in  spite  of  the  lopsided 
score  we  feel  that  our  men  played 
better  against  Fordham  and  Army 
than  against  W.  &  J.  We  hope  they 
are  "up"  for  Muhlenberg  next  Sat- 
urday night. 

Ivy  Williamson  crossed  us  up.  Last 
week  we  ran  a  couple  of  paragraphs 
about  the  two  team  system  and  then 
today  Ivy  steps  out  with  the  same 
plan  for  Lafayette,,  Although  not  a 
full  team  replacement  he  did  run  in 
and  out  eight  and  nine  men  at  a  time. 
No  doubt  he  brought  the  idea  back 
from  Army.  Now  if  we  could  only 
take  W.  &  J.'s  Towler  with  us  to 
Allentown. 

Deacon  Dan  Towler,  a  negro-  theo- 
logical student,  dominated  the  field. 
Ivy  and  line  coach  Milt  Bruhn  say 
that  if  he  were  on  a  better  team  he 
would  be  a  likely  choice  for  All- Amer- 
ica honors.  On  every  play  he  was 
watched  like  a  hawk,  he  scored  both 
touchdowns.  He's  big.  He's  fast. 
He's  good. 

When  W.  &  J.  blocked  Williams' 
punt  on  the  1-yard  line  several  play- 
ers of  both  teams  touched  it  before  it 
went  out  of  bounds  in  the  end  zone.

We 
asked  Schwartzwalder  (Muhlenberg 
coach  who  was  scouting  L.)  for  the 
facts  and  he  said  that  on  the  playing 
field  the  ball  goes  to  the  team  which 
touched  it  last  before  going  out  of 
bounds  but  in  the  end  zone  the  rule 
is  that  there  has  to  be  possession  of 
the  ball  to  have  it  ruled  a  touchdown. 

Gayley  Hall  and  part  of  the  stands 
were  decorated  presumedly  by  W.&J. 
On  the  gym  walls  were  written  some 


comments  about  the  game  directed 
to  President  Hutchison,  formerly  head 
of  W.  &  J.  Such  actions  are  frowned 
on  by  official  undergrad  organiza- 
tions of  Lafayette  and  Lehigh. 

McCall,  end,  caught  everything 
that  came  his  way.  His  father.  Bill 
McCall,  '23,  was  an  outstanding  stu- 
dent and  among  his  many  extracur- 
ricular was  boxing  champ  of  the  Col- 
lege. Now  at  Hastings  College,  Ne- 
braska, he  stopped  in  last  Spring 
while  on  a  trip  East.    Looked  fine. 

Another  son  of  an  alumnus  had  a 
field  day.  Ralph  Durstein,  son  of 
Ralph,  '19,  of  Wilmington,  Del.,  kick- 
ed 8  for  8  placements. 

Band  Leader  John  Raymond  had 
93  men  marching  in  the  band.  Every 
week  it  gets  bigger,  but  we  under-

Spectators  started  to  leave  the  stands. 
Lafayette,  sparked  by  Jim  McGarvey, 
'27,  (now  a  doctor  in  Buffalo)  came 
to  life.  Spectacular  runs  and  passes 
(thrown  by  Kirkleski,  '27)  took  the 
ball  86  yards  to  the  4  yd.  line.  Sec- 
onds to  go.  A  plunge  for  2  yds.  Time 
out.  Another  try.  Short.  Time  out. 
Then  W.  &  J.  purposely  went  off  sides 
three  or  four  times  unsuccessflly  try- 
ing to  delay  the  game.  With  one  or 
two  seconds  to  go  a  touchdown  was 
scored  by  Sophomore  Tuffy  Guest, 
'29.    What  a  game. 

Next  week.  The  game  is  in  Allen- 
town  starting  at  8  p.m.  The  new  high 
school  field  is  designed  to  seat  25,000.

54th  Defeat  for  Lehigh  23-13 


SHOWING  strong  comeback  powers 
an  opportunist  Lafayette  eleven 
trounced  their  old  and  honored 
Lehigh  rivals  before  the  largest  crowd 
ever  to  witness  this  late  November 
classic,  about  21,000,  on  Fisher  Field, 
rolling  up  20  points  by  reason  of  hav- 
ing scored  three  touchdowns,  two  re- 
sultant points  and  a  victory  clinching 
field  goal  to  the  visitors  two  tallies 
and  one  added  marker. 

The  Maroon  took  advantage  of 
every  happenstance  save  one  in  the 
last  stages  of  the  struggle  after  the 
game  was  on  ice,  to  put  their  54th  vic- 
tory in  the  records  of  the  84  games 
played  in  this  uninterrupted  tradi- 
tional series. 

It  wasn't  easy.  Captain  Dan  Ko- 
vacs,  sparkplug  of  the  Maroon  back- 
field  and  potent  pass  receiver  had 
been  unexpectedly  hospitalized  for 
surgery  the  evening  before  and  was 
lost  to  the  team  for  his  last  game. 
After  11:35  of  the  first  period  the 
Engineers  had  13  points  and  the  Ma- 
roon hadn't  even  clicked  for  a  first 
down.  In  the  meantime  Lehigh  was 
most  impressive  in  executing  a  sur- 
prisingly strong  attack  which  provid- 
ed them  with  their  two  touchdowns 
the  first  two  times  they  got  the  ball. 
The  Maroon  dug  in,  however,  and 
marched  all  the  way  at  the  start  of 
the  second  period  without  yielding 
possession  to  get  themselves  back  in 
the  ball  game.  They  again  penetrated 
to  inside  the  Brown  20  before  their 
passing  attack  failed  only  to  have  Le- 
high rebound  and  march  to  the  5  be- 
fore the  Leopards  took  over  on  downs 
to  hold  the  visitors  to  a  13  to  7  half- 
time  edge. 

The  third  period  was  hardly  under- 
way before  the  first  of  two  costly 
Brown  fumbles  M'^as  pounced  on  by 
Gordon  Schleer  and  in  short  order  the 
count  was  knotted.  A  punt  exchange 
netted  the  Maroon  considerable  yard- 


age and  when  Lehigh,  checked  by  a 
penalty  for  an  illegal  pass  play  kicked 
back  the  Leopards  surged  forward 
from  just  short  of  midfield  to  take  the 
lead  just  before  the  quarter  ended.  A 
most  controversial  play  in  this  series, 
indeed  the  key  one,  which  anguished 
the  Lehigh  supporters  no  end  was  a 
penalty  called  for  pass  interference. 
It  gave  Lafayette  first  down  on  the 
7  and  they  put  it  across  on  the  second 
play  thereafter. 

Later  Lehigh  still  with  a  chance  for 
a  tie,  gambled  on  fourth  down  with 
one  to  go,  deep  in  their  own  territory 
and  won,  an  end  run  after  a  lateral 
gaining  39  putting  them  on  the  Leop- 
ard's 33.  They  put  it  across  too,  in 
five  plays  but  when  Dan  Murphy,  who 
carried,  dropped  the  ball  as  he  reach- 
ed the  line  an  alert  Joe  Diamond,  who 
by  precedent  should  be  called  Dick, 
pounced  on  it.  A  long  sigh  of  relief 
came  from  the  Lafayette  stands  and 
the  booing  which  had  been  constant 
after  the  interference  penalty  welled 
louder  from  the  North  stands  as  if  the 
ire  rousing  official  was  responsible  for 
all  their  haplessness.

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Now  desperate  for  the  last  period 
was  more  than  half  over,  Lehigh  took 
to  the  air  and  after  grounding  one 
had  the  same  Diamond  grab  a  Gabriel 
toss  about  the  38,  twist  artfully  to 
stay  in  bounds  and  evade  a  Lehigh 
tackier  and  scamper  along  the  side- 
line with  some  good  blocking  to  the 
8  where  he  was  forced  out  of  bounds. 
A  Fleming  rush  netted  two  before  an 
offside  penalty  cost  5.  Two  downing 
passes  failing,  Robert  Durstein  boot- 
ed a  placement  squarely  between  the 
uprights,  the  first  field  goal  of  his 
Lafayette  career,  kicking  from  inside 
the  20  at  the  most  difficult  angle  pos- 
sible under  this  day's  football  rules. 
Frank  Downing  held  it  as  he  had  on 
the  point  after  tries  and  that  was 
the  ball  game.  It  should  be  noted  that 
Kovacs  has  done  the  holding  almost 
without  exception  for  two  years  past 
and  one  kick  failure  under  the  cir- 
cumstances was  no  mean  achieve- 
ment. 

The  Lafayette  kickers  scored  heav- 
ily all  day.  Winston  Williams  punt- 
ing average  was  a  fine  43,  and  Levi 
Filepas  put  4  of  his  6  kickofFs  into  or 
beyond  the  end  zone,  one  of  which 
followed.  The  Engineers  had  to  punt 
after  three  plays  and  the  Maroon 
again  threatened  after  the  kick  trav- 
eled only  24  yards,  reaching  the  18 
but  were  stopped  as  the  game  ended. 

Lehigh  stuck  to  the  ground  in 
marching  to  their  first  score  excent 
for  one  pass  good  for  11.  Gabriel  a 
very  fast  starting  and  running  back 
and  Doyne  made  most  of  the  gains, 
the  former  indicating  his  speed  when 
he  ran  the  opening  kickoff  from  his 
6  to  the  37  and  he  went  the  last  10 
yards  in  three  plays  all  at  left  tackle. 
On  the  second  Doyne  did  the  business. 
The  second  play  after  the  Maroon 
punted  he  took  a  handoff,  broke 
through  right  tackle,  was  into  the 
clear  in  short  order  and  outraced 
three  Lafayette  pursuers.  His  jaunt 
covered  71  yards  and  the  skies  were 
cloudy. 

The  Leopards  didn't  stir  till  the 
opening  of  the  second  period,  Bar- 
clay racing  for  24  to  his  44  with  a 
Brown  punt.  Germusa  got  8  on  an 
end  run  and  a  15  yards  penalty  on 
the  play  was  overcome  as  Fleming  got 
20  at  right  tackle.  After  one  rush 
Downing  passed  to  Trickett  for  21 
and  passed  again  this  one  to  Germusa 
for  12  after  Fleming  made  4  at  right 
tackle.    Fleming  next  went  inside  left 


tackle  from  the  7,  cut  back  ever  so 
slightly  and  went  over  easily. 

The  second  Maroon  advance  netted 
53  yards  from  their  28  to  which  point 
Barclay  had  returned  a  punt.  Ger- 
musa got  9  on  Kovacs'  trap  specialt""^ 
and  Fleming  9  on  a  cutback  from  left 
tackle.  Barclay  and  Germusa  totaled 
11  on  two  rushes  before  Downing 
passed  for  11  more  to  Dick  Durstein, 
Another  first  down  was  added  on  2 
Fleming  and  one  Germusa  bucks  but 
passes  failed,  the  last  a  completed 
screen  pass  apparently  well  scouted 
which  lost  7  and  Lehigh  came  back 
strong  before  they  were  held  at  the 
Maroon  5.  Doyne  and  Gabriel  again 
did  most  of  the  lugging  but  a  15  yard 
penalty  on  the  Leopards  and  a  21 
pass  Collin  to  Morris  helped  no  little. 

After  the  first  Lehigh  fumble  Lafa- 
yette started  on  the  Lehigh  31.  Ger- 
musa got  one  and  Fleming  ran  at 
right  tackle  for  15.  Germusa  failed 
to  gain,  Barclay  got  3  and  Germusa 
2.  Downing  then  passed  and  a  Lehigh 
defender  knocked  the  receiver  down, 
the  completion  being  awarded  on  the 
2.  Fleming  went  over  after  he  and 
Gerrnusa  each  had  failed,  going 
through  left  tackle. 

In  the  series  which  yielded  the  last 
Lafayette  touchdown  and  which  gave 
the  partisan  followers  much  cause  for 
argument,  fanned  perhaps  by  the 
previous  award  for  an  infraction, 
though  undoubtedly  flagrant,  the 
Leopards  started  with  a  Barclay  punt 
return  of  11  to  his  47.  Fleming  barg- 
ed through  right  tackle  for  18  and 
Germusa  got  3  before  losing  5.  Here 
came  "the  play"  and  the  Leopards 
were  on  the  7.  Flemi'ng  was  stopped 
as  was  Germusa  but  he  fought  free 
and  across. 

The  Maroon  passed  midfield  again 
early  in  the  last  quarter  but  a  15  yara 
penalty  forced  a  punt,  Williams'  kick 
going  out  of  bounds  on  the  7.  Le- 
high's next  efforts  to  tie  things  up 
therefore  added  93  yards  to  their  im- 
pressive statistical  totals  but  nothing 
to  the  scoreboard  figures  as  the  Mur- 
phy fumble  nullified  them  all  with 
Diamond  playing  the  prominent  role 
from  that  point. 

Piperato  and  Potter  were  the  act- 
ing co-captains  and  both  were  de- 
fensive stalwarts.  The  former  played 
most  of  the  game  and  gave  a  spark- 
ling performance  throughout.  Gabriel 
was  the  best  back  on  the  field  and  har- 
ried the  Maroon  constantly.  Fleming 
was  Lafayette's  best  ground  gainer.

PERSONAL  PICKUPS 

It  was  the  most  exciting  Lafayette- 
Lehigh  game  in  years.  The  60  min- 
utes were  crowded  with  thrills  and 
suspense. 

Lehigh,  the  underdog,  racked  up  13 
points  in  the  first  11  minutes,  a  total 
larger  than  any  Brown  and  White  had 
scored  in  the  past  ten  years. . 

Lafayette,  with  its  captain  and  of- 
fensive halfback,  Danny  Kovacs,  in 
the  hospital  following  an  emergency 
appendectomy  on  Friday,  came  from 
behind  to  win. 


It  was  not  until  Durstein  kicked  a 
field  goal  in  the  last  five  minutes  that 
the  pressure  was  off  and  the  Maroon 
rooters  could  sit  back  at  relative  ease. 

And  yet  when  the  game  was  over 
there  was  little  exhilaration  or  exul- 
tation on  the  part  of  the  Maroon  root- 
ers. 

The  victory  was  there  but  it  wasn't 
as  tasty  as  they  would  have  liked  it 
to  be.  Lehigh,  a  time  honored  foe, 
had  suffered  miany  bad  breaks.  In  this 
particular  game  the  gods  showered  us 
with  their  favors. 

Two  red  penalty  flags  thrown  by 
the  officials  on  pass  interference  stand 
out  as  tough  breaks  for  Lehigh. 

The  first  occurred  early  in  the  third 
quarter  and  was  clearly  interference. 
Set-up  by  a  recovered  fumble  on  the 
Lehigh  30  it  gave  us  the  ball  on  the 
one-yard  line  and  in  three  plays  we 
scored  to  tie  up  the  game  13-13. 

The  second  also  came  in  the  third 
period  on  a  pass  to  Trickett  which 
was  just  beyond  his  reach  but  as  in- 
terference was  ruled  it  gave  us  the 
ball  on  the  Lehigh  7.  A  subsequent 
T-D  made  it  20-13. 

Picture,  if  you  will,  the  play  with 
Joe  Trickett  running  down  field  as 
fast  as  he  can,  the  Lehigh  defender 
breathing  on  his  neck,  Joe  making  a 
desperate  lunge  for  the  ball  and  both 
men  falling  to  the  ground — all  of  this 
while  the  head  linesman  was  follow- 
ing them  so  that  he  was  viewing  it 
from  the  back  and  not  from  the  side. 

It  was  so  close  that  any  unbiased 
official  might  very  well  have  ruled 
that  same  way  three  times  out  of 
four.  We  think  too  that  most  Lehigh 
men  would  have  accepted  the  break 
if  it  had  not  been  the  last  of  a  series 
of  misfortunes.  As  it  was,  boos  rock- 
ed the  stadium  for  a  long  time. 

A  lot  of  Lafayette  alumni  feel  that 
we  had  the  better  team  and  would 
have  won  anyway.  Some  others,  and 
of  course  most  of  the  Lehigh  men, 
feel  that  they  fielded  the  better  team. 
In  the  eyes  of  almost  all,  yesterday's 
tilt  was  far  from  conclusive. 

When  "breaks"  are  considered  we 
may  forget  the  great  and  continuing 
break  Lehigh  received  in  the  loss  of 
Capt.  Kovacs.  With  him  playing  the 
score  might  have  favored  Lafayette 
without  any  penalties  at  all. 

The  infractions  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  game  tend  to  overshadow  other 
features  of  a  great  game. 

Now  let's  talk  about  something 
else. 
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The  uninterrupted  march  by  Le- 
high in  16  plays  for  a  goal  was  a  sur- 
prise and  then  when  Gabriel  ran  for 
71  to  make  it  13-0  the  gloom  was 
pretty  heavy  in  the  South  stands. 

Gabriel  was  the  fastest  starting 
back  we  saw  all  season,  and  with  the 
help  of  Doyne,  Lehigh  had  earned  its 
lead. 

Fleming,  playing  his  best  game  of 
the  year,  sparked  Lafayette  for  a  T-D 
and  put  us  back  in  the  ball  game.  His 
extra  lunge  when  he  had  6  to  go  on 
fourth  down  gave  us  the  inches  need- 
ed for  a  first  down  on  the  Lehigh  ^0. 

The  Maroon  defensive  platoon  stif- 
fened to  take  the  ball  from  Lehigh 
on  downs  on  th?  five  as  tb?  half  rnr\ 
out.  With  the  score  7-13  at  the  half 
the  ball  game  was  wide  open  and  the 
rooters  continued  to  keep  their  fingers 
crossed. 

The  field  goal  by  Durstein  was  his 
first  and  also  the  first  Lafayette  field 
goal  against  the  Engineers  since  Bots 
Brunner's  kick  back  in  1922. 

It  was  the  largest  crowd  ever  to  see 
a  Lafayette-Lehigh  game.  For  the 
first  time  since  the  stadium  was  erect- 
ed all  seats,  both  permanent  and 
temporary,  were  filled  and  standing 
room  was  sold.  Danny  Hatch  made  it 
a  point  to  be  in  the  gym  when  the 
last  general  admission  ticket  was  sold 
at  10:08  a.m.  Saturday  morning. 

Rain  fell  in  the  very  early  part  of 
the  morning  but  from  then  on  it  was 


a  fine  mild  day.  The  drainage  of  Fish- 
er Field  is  excellent  and  the  footing 
appeared  to  be  good. 

The  Interfraternity  Ball  was  on 
Friday  and  for  favors  the  boys  gave 
the  gals  white  dinks  with  maroon 
visors.  Most  of  them  wore  them  to 
the  game. 

Prizes  for  house  decorations  were 
awarded  to:  Sigma  Nu,  Phi  Gam,  and 
Theta  Chi. 

The  Lafayette  band  was  placed 
high  in  the  stands  for  the  game.  It 
sounded  fine. 

Lehigh  was  confident.  We  under- 
stand their  students  had  made  ar- 
rangements with  the  Easton  police  for 
a  parade  downtown  after  the  game. 

T}-i<5  was  the  last  game  for  four 
seniors:  Capt.  Kovacs,  Bill  Hawkins, 
Steve  Keppel,  and  Joe  Trickett.  Fine 
players,  fine  men. 

To  Ivy  Williamson  and  his  fellow 
coaches,  Milt  Bruhn,  Paul  Shaw,  and 
Ed  Gulian  and  to  the  members  of  the 
squad  we  offer  our  congratulations  on 
a  fine  season.

Spectators  Protest  Rulings 
on  Pass  Interference; 
Official      Is      Attacked

EASTON,    Pa..    Nov.    20.— The) 
Lafayette  football  team  aided  in* 
no  small  measure  by  a  couple  of,' 
palpably  bad  rulings  on  pass  In-  '. 
terference,  defeated  Lehigh,  23  tO;. 
13,  today  at  Fisher  Field  before 
a  capacity  crowd  of  21,000  in  the' 
eighty-fourth  renewal  of  the  na-, 
tion's    most    continuous    football'- 
series.    Lehigh,  the  underdog  to- 
day, has  not  won   a  game  since  j 
1936    and   the    thirteen   points   it 
marked   up   in    the   first    quarter 
was  the  first  Engineer  scoring  in  . 
six  games. 

With  that  thirteen  point  bulge,! 
Lehigh  looked  a  sure  upset  win-| 
ner  unti)  the  officials  stepped  inl 
during  the  third  quarter  andj' 
handed  Lafayette  a  couple  of,- 
touchdowns  on  plays  that  caused 
a  slight  uproar  even  among  the 
Lafayette  partisans. 

Official  is  Attacked 

So  incensed  was  one  individual 
that  at  the  game's  end  he  rushed 
onto  the  field  and  began  belabor- 
ing one  unidentified  official  on 
the  back  before  the  victim  had  a 
chance  to  run  for  cover.  That 
brought  out  the  local  gendarmes 
who  clubbed  the  attacker. 

Near  pandemonium  then  broke 
loose  as  the  fans  crowded  up  to 
protect  the  new  victim  from  an 
uncalled-for  brutality  by  at  least 
seven  policemen  with  night  sticks 
who  were  even  clubbing  the  fellow 
when  he  was  down  on  the  ground. 
A  very  cagy  Lafayette  bandmaster  1 
then  called  for  the  national  an- 
them, a  move  that  may  have  pre- 
vented a  riot. 

The  post-game  excitement  was 
duplicated  earlier  on  the  field  un-

Lehigh,   with   sophomore.    Dick 

I  Gabriel,  doing  the  heavy  duly 
work,  took  the  opening  kick  oa\ 
and  drove  seventy-eight  yards  lor 
a  touchdown  in  sixteen  plays, 
Gabriel  scoring  over  left  tackle 
from  a  yard  out. 

Lehigh  then  forced  Lafayette 
to  kick,  made  one  running  play 
which  carried  to  the  twenty-nine, 
then  sent  Dick  Doyne  on  a  man's 
errand.  He  shot  off  right  tackle, 
outdistanced  halt  the  Leopard 
team,  and  went  the  seveny-one 
yards  for  what  proved  to  be  the 
last  Lehigh  score  as  Rosen  missed 
the  placement. 

Lafayette  came  back  in  the  sec- 
ond quarter,  gaining  flfly-four 
yards  in  nine  plays  and  scoring 
with  Garden  Fleming  going  the 
last  seven  yards.  Fleming  outside 
of  Gabriel,  was  the  most  effective 
runner  on  the  field  today  in  the 
absence  of  the  Lafayette  captain, 
Dan  Kovacs,  who  had  an  emer- 
gency appendectomy  last  night. 

Ralph  Durstein's  placement 
made  it  13  to  7  for  Lehigh,  and 
the  half  ended  with  the  Engineers 
losing  the  ball  on  downs  on  the 
Lafayette  6.  In  tact,  Lehigh  did 
everything  but  win  the  ball  game, 
outrushing  the  Leopards  312  yards 
to  182.  and  staying  even  in  other 
statistics.  Gabriel,  third  leading 
ground-gainer  in  the  East  behind 
Army's  Gil  Stephenson  and  Win- 
field  Scott,  went  tor  109  yards  in 
twenty-two  carries. 

Then  in  that  third  quarter  the 
officials  went  to  work  on  Lehigh. 
Two  plays  after  the  kick-off 
Gabriel  fumbled  on  his  30  and 
it  was  recovered  by  Gordon 
Schleer.  Fleming  made  it  a  first 
on  the  15,  then  Lehigh  held.  A 
fourth  down  pass  by  Dick  Downing 
from  twelve  yards  out  was 
grounded  on  the  1  and  a  Lehigh 
defender  was  detected  (?)  play- 
ing handles  with  an  opponent. 
Again  Lehigh  held  for  two  downs, 
but  Fleming  eventually  bucked 
across. 

Lehigh  was  still  in  the  game 
when  Durstein  missed  the  place- 
ment, but  not  for  long.  Nine 
minutes  later  Fleming  ran  a  kick 
back  to  the  Lehigli  35.  Two  plays 
netted  three  yards  and  the  obvious 
pass  play  that  followed  was 
grounded  on  the  Lehigh  7. 
Again  interference  was  called, 
even  though  no  one  came  within 
five  feet  of  the  ball.  Lehigh  held 
twice  but  Walt  Germusa  scored 
from  six  yards  out  on  the  third 
attempt. 

Undismayed  by  this  double  bad 
luck,  Lehigh  roar«d  back  ninety- 
four  yards  in  the  fourth  quarter 
only  to  have  Dan  Murphy  fumble 
as  he  went  across  the  Lafayette 
goal.  A  thirty-seven-yard  run 
with  a  fumble  by  Hal  Foster,  a 
guard,  aided  considerably  in  this 
advance. 

Joe  Diamond  recovered  Murphy's 
tumble  and  later  aided  consider- 
ably with  an  interception  to  pro- 
vide Lafayette  an  opportunity  for 
the  clinching  three-pointer,  a 
nineteen-yard  field  goal  by  Dur- 
stein, his  first  of  the  year.  In 
fact,  Durstein  is  not  Lafayette's 
regular  kicker.  The  operated-on 
captain  is  the  man.
